W e have in our poatetsion, two B ri­ 
tish Orders ol Council, too lung to pub­ 
lish in full i one of which, dated the 13th 
Ftbruary, prohibits the exportation of 
munitiont of war from the territoriet of 
Great-Britain, to any port on the coa»t 
of Africa, or in the W ett-Indies, or oh 
any part of the continent of America, 
(except in the British provinces, or in 
the United Statea,) without permitsion 
from the Britith government. Theotbcr 
Ol der In Council, after reciting the au­ 
thority under.which the order is ittucd, 
contains thr follow iiif; provision: 


“ And whereas advices have been re­ 
ceived, that the P'a^uc lias made it» ap* 
paarance at Nttya, and along the Coast 
of the Adiiatic, and at i.'orfu, and the 
tcui<orics contiguous to linm e, and in 
the Peninbula <jf U tiia ; and it appearing 
by such adviccsji^ that all vessels fiom 
suBpccted plact’s tu«e been forced to 
quit the Noapuruuii harbours, and will, 
in all probability, take shelter in French 
or ^;panish ports, where they w ill evade 
the Quarantine laws ; it is therefore or­ 
dered in Council, that all thipt or ves- 
tels, coming from and through the M e­ 
diterranean, within the btreights of Gib­ 
raltar, (although furnithed with clean 
billt of health) thall, on arrival at any of 
the ports of the United Kingdom»» be 
treated as vessels arriving with tutpect- 
ed b ills; and thall be tubiected to all 
the rules, regulations, and restrictiont, 
pains, penaltiet, forfetturet, and punish­ 
ments, contained in H it M ajesty’s O r­ 
der in Council, bearing date the fiflh day 
of April, one thousand eight hundred
